From Abroad. 



Letter No. xxviu. 
Rome, March 30, 1903. 
Dear Judge: My rambles in Rime 
end now. In another hour I shall 
be on the train for Naples and the 
Kaiserine, and I feel that I am 
nearly home again. 

Probably the greatest man in the 
world lives in Rome. His word is 
law to more people, and more peo- 
ple of high ehsrecler and intellect 
ual culture, than that of any four 
sovereigns on earth. His life is on< 
of toil, humility and devotion 
The ponderous burdens of empires 
rest upon his venerable shoulders. 
Thousands of great leaders in every 
nation under heaven wait for his 
formal and olHcial utterance, and 
to them it is infallible truth and 
inviolable law. These utterances 
are framed on bended knees before 
the throne of Wisdom, where he 
daily pleads for light. In humble 
confession, too, he bows daily in 
the presence of the priest and asks 
for forgiveness, pleading only the 
merits of that precious blood in 
which you trust for pardon. 

Rome itself Is great, modern 
Rome, as well as ancient. The 
tide of empire seems destined once 
more to flow towards Rome, 

Pnrhnna the "Concert ol Korop*" 
will center here when the European 
ice shall try to determine the 
met of earth. This is one rea- 
I have for studying Rome, 
pting a few details I have not 
attempted to compass thoroughly 
han the distinguishing feat 
The fitst impression of the 
ur and tf Untie glory of Rome 
Jiore vivid and splendid from 
> hour. Gid historic Rome, 
emerging under the spade of the 
ircheologist, keeps pace with new 
lome rising on ten hills and and in 
very intervening valley, under the 
ommand of the modern artist and 
architect. A tour I made a day or 
so ago in the footsteps of Paul will 
interest you as much as anything I 
have doae. Starting far out on the 
old Appian Way, we lind every- 
wueieaiong the way, hallowed by 
of the apostle to the Gen- 
tiles, monuments of Christian 
triumphs. Myriads of the best 
men and women of earth to-day 
throng this road to gaze prayerful- 
ly upon the sacred places. Cata- 
combs where ancient saints woi 
■biped and died, and martyrs were 
brought for burial, attract thous- 
and* to their dark, subterranean 
tombs, chambers and avenues. 
Resting places of ordinary saints in 
the face of the rock are marked by- 
common stone, but those of the 
martyrs are distinguished by slabs 
of white marble ornamented with 
palm leaves of victory. When the 
martyr's body was withheld, the 
saints gathered from the arena or 
street where the martyr fell, a few 
drops of his blood and deposited it 
he in this subterranean cem- 
etery. Passing on to the gate 
through which Paul entered, I 
found it walled up and another 
lened near it, bearing the name of 
t illustrious Christian martyr, 

The old Mamertine prison, a sort 
cistern excavated in the solid 
ck, is reverently kept as a relic 
Paul. I then repaired to Nero's 
silica on the Palatine hill and 
>od awhile on the mosaic floor in 
i>nt of the tribunal where Nero 
sat when Paul stood before him for 
Judgment, and I followed his course 
hrough the Ostian gate to the place 
I execution. The gfcte itself is 
k.w called St. Paul, and svetj ■ b 
•Crt on which the eyes of the grea 
postle rested on his nay to execi 
ion has become a sacred memnris 
to his memory. Around the tradi 
tional Bite of execution, rise mag- 



nificent Christian temples in mem- 
ory of him who, before he marched 
triumphantly out to death, wrote 
from the dark, damp depths of the 
Mamertine: 

"I am already bein^ otl'ered 
up, and the time of my depart- 
ure is come. I have (ought 
the good fight, I have finished 
the course, I have kept the 
faith: Henceforth there is laid 
up for me the crown of right- 
eousness, which the Lord, the 
righteous judge, shall give to 
me at that day : and not only 
to me, but also to all that have 
loved His appearing — 2 Timo- 
thy, 4: 6-8. 

Sunday morning at 8 o'clock 1 
went to the English church with 
three ministers to celebrate the 
Lord's death. Four English cler- 
gymen presided at the solemn ser- 
vice, and our hearts overflowed with 
emotion, such as this gracious 
privilege must always excite in the 
breasts of Christians From this 
happy service I returned alone to 
room at Hotel Minerve, and 
read through thoughtfully Paul's 
Epistle to the Romans. At 11 
o'clock I searched out the Mission 
of the Southern Baptist Convention 
d heard a sermon in Italian. At 
e conclusion of this delightful 
rvicea handsome young man with 
very scholarly tace approached 
b and asked if I was not Mr. 
Tibbs, of Kentucky. 1 promptly 
irmed his suspiciuu, and he 
ed to be Rev. Dexter Whitting- 
h ill, of the Louisville Seminary, 
who was commissioned last year 
by the Southern Baptist Conven- 
tion for mission worn in Rome. I 
learned from othars of his unaffect- 
ed piety, and sedulous devotion to 
his great work ; and the story of 
bMtttliul life and Chnstlike 
rs touched me deeply. These 
c» ougiit to be douoted by the 
Baptists, and their present sphere 
dened greatly in this vast field. 
I was surprised that not one of 
the several Baptist preachers on 
this cruise attended service at this 
church. Most of the ministers of 
i-arious tribes were out seeing the 
shows of Rome on Sunday. But 
they will be pious and scrupulous 
enough when they reach home. 
The Lord bless them all.

The - Blind Tiger" is one of the 
most potent political influences in 
the mountain counties in which 
the sale of liquor is prohihited un 
der local option laws. In ltepubli 
can counties, as a rule, the blind 
tiger is a Republican— in Demo- 
cratic counties he is a Democrat; 
his province is to nominate or de- 
feat. • He "stands in" with such 
Officer* as shut their eyes to him 
aud his ravages, and defeats such 
as he knows or fears will drive 
hiiii out. He is both cowardly and 
fierce. When the officers of tne 
law mr icnile»8. incorruptible and 
dutiful, he draws in his claws and 
goes over the county line ; but he 
bluffs and bullies and lights when 
|M b*ll*VM lip »•■& scare, buy or go 
"cahoots" with the olllccs of the 
law. It is said that in Hieathitt 
the blind tiger takes no paius to 
hide himself; his favori'e haunts 
are near the highway where he is 
convenient and can easily be found; 
his keepers make no secret of his 
ownership and everyone knows 
where to find the tiger and who 
owns him. It is believed that the 
officers of the law are on his side, 
and for some years no real effort 
has been made to interfere with 
such blind tigers as will vote in 



The County Judge, the County 
Attorney and the Sheriff can break 
up the blind tigers; and if they do 
their duty and the Circuit Judge 
and Grand Juries do theirs, the 
blind tiger can do no more harm 
than a blind kitten— it is hardly 
worth drowning. If there was no 
blind tiger in the mountain coun- 
ties law and order would soon 
reign. Tbere are no partisan lines 
here; blind tigers care nothing

Newsboys' Law Goes Into Eiiect. 

All New York newsboys tinder 
14 years of age began wearing 
badges August 31, in accordance 
with the law passed by the last 
Legislature. Badges were issued 
only to boys between the ages or 
10 and 14 years. 

Boys under ten will not be per- 
mitted to sell newspapers and boys 
over fourteen can sell without 
badges The law prevents girls 
under sixteen years of age from 
.loiiiiijr newspaper*, and no badges 
are issued for girls. 

In order to sf cure a badge, a boy 

ust be a regular attendant at one 
ot the public schools or at a pri 
rate school, and must have the 
sonsent of parent or guardian to 
iccept the badge and go into busi- 
less. The work of distribution is 
n th? hands of the Association 
City Superintendent of Schools, 
who expects to if sue more than *>,- 
000 badges.

The tardy reduction in pig iron 
did not come quite soon enough, 
and yet it is astonishing that many 
people think it an unfavorable 
business feature. Lower prices on 
iron means a resumption of activ 
ity in building operations, agri 
cultural implement manufactures 
and in scores of collatteral indus- 
iiir B . "'lie fact that prices cf pig 
iron and steel were forced up so 
high as to cause the importation of 
pig iron alone of nearly 900,000 
tons, notwithstanding the high 
tariff, is a convincing demonstra- 
tion of the truth of this proposi- 
tion. This was equal to the pro- 
duction of twelve furnaces, running 
continuously, and producing 200 
tons a day. This raw material 
cost much more than it would have 

States, but the pressure of con- 
sumption was so great that it was 
impossible to wait upon domestic 
production. 

The cost of building has been in- 
creased 30 per cent, over that of a 
year ago. A part of this increase 
is due to the higher cost of labor, 
but the enlarged outlay on all iron 
and steel products was also nota- 
ble. A concrete example of this 
extra expense, due to the high 
price of iron, is thus detailed by 
the New York correspondent of the 
Philadelphia Press.

Publicity the Wisest Policy. 

There has been published a list 
of pardons issued by Governor 
rbckliHUi Htid a comparison made 
between the pardons granted by 
him during his administration and 
hy Governors Bradley and Brown 
during their respective administra 
lions. The Louisville Herald, the 
Evening Post, and perhaps other 
anti-Heckham newspapers allege 
that this list is defective, and print 
the names of certain convicts who 
have been pardoned by Governoi 
Beckham. It is also dunged that 
this list is defe-tive in not includ- 
ing several classes of pardons, ani 
that from it are mIso omitted the 
names of those convicts who have 
bien paroied by the Prison G'-nv 
mission during the present admin 
titration. for these paroUs Gov 
ernor Beckham is not officially re- 
sponsible, nor is he personally re- 
sponsible unless it may be in some 
few special cases. And it is not 
fair to charge either him or his 
associates on the ticket with those 
paroles. We were earnestly oppos- 
ed to the Prison Commission act, 
and we have regarded the decision 
of the Court of Appeals affirming 
its constitutionality as the most 
lamentable judicial opinion in our 
judicial history. It practically 
foimed an ammdment, and a most 
mischievous amendment, to our 
constitution and introduced a new 
form of government in Kentucky 
— government by legislative com- 
missions — an irresponsible, despot 
ic, expensive and ultimately cor- 
rupt form of government. But 
Governor Beckham is not responsi 
ble for the management of our pen 
itentiaries under this commission 
The members itc »Wted hy the 
Legislature — not appointed by the 
Governor — and he has no control 
over their paroles. 

But omissions from the lists of 
those pardoned by Governor Beek- 
liam will necessarily injure him. 
It is due to him far more than tc 
any other person that this list be 
fall and accurate. Nor will II do 
to omit pardons granted for alleged 
misdemeanors or pardons granted 
before conviction or any other class 
of pardons. Perhaps the most ser- 
ious and hurtful charge against 
Governor Beckham in relation to 
his use of the pardoning power is 
concerning misdemeanors, and al- 
leged promises to pardon even be- 
fore indictments were returned. 
We. respectfully submit to those 
friends of Gov. Beckham who 
preparing these lists and making 
the argument that he has pardoned 
fewer convicts than his two pre- 
decessors, that the number of par 
dons is of quite immaterial impor- 
tance; the character and nature of 
the crime, the testimony againi 
the convicted, the peculiar circuii 
stances of each case and the objei 
to accomplish by the pardon — these 
are of importance. 

In every aspect of this matter 
the utmost publicity and unlimited 
lot a;-.d accuracy -ill he found 
to be the wisest policy. — Morning 
Herald. 



Farmers' Combine. 



■Xpreil purpose of keeping all the 
standard crops on the farm until 
the consumers need them, and dish- 
ing them out to the middlemen in a 
way to prevent a surplus, is the 
need of the time, says the New York 
Farmer. This can not be done, of 
course, with milk, small fruits and 
some other products, but it can be 
done with hops, tobacco, beans, 
eggs, apples, corn, oats, rye, wheat, 
buckwheat, rice, sweet potatoes and 
other long-keeping products. Un 
til this is done, the profits on agri- 
culture must continue to flow into 
the bank accounts of the middle, 
men, and not into those of the pro- 
ducers. Every fanner should study 
the question of selling methods, and 
try to devise a system of selling 
that shall prevent a surplus in the 
market or the accumulation of the 
standard crops in the hands of the 
middlemen at the harvest-g'ut 
prices.
